Statistics show affluence 
is spreading in Israel

affluence is spreading in Israel. The 
survey, by the Central Bureau of 
Statistics, reveals that 92 per cent 
of families own refri; 
per cent gus stoves, 50 per cent 
washing machines, 68 per cent 
television sets, 23 per cent motor 
cars or commercial vans. 


In most cases, the percentage 
was much higher than a few years 
ago. Washing machines were owned 
by only 39 per cent of families in 
1969, television sets by 30 per cent, 
cars or vans by 18 per cent. Tele- 


| phone ownership advanced from 31 


per cent of families in 1969 to 41 
per cent in 1972, but the long 
queues of applicants show that 
many more familles can afford to 
install them. 


The survey showed that owner- 
ship of durables was more wide- 
spread among families of Western 
origin and among Sabras than 
among immigrants from Afro- 
Asian countries, and most of all

Manslaughter 
for killing of 
soldier oleh 


NAZARETH. — The District Cowt 
here yesterday found Meir Levy, 
19, guilty of manslaughter in the 
clubhouse slaying of 2 Russian im- 
migrant soldier, Misha Garon, last 
September. Avraham Azulai, also 
19, was acquitted and set free. 

Levy will be sentenced on March 
6, the court announced. 


Both defendants were originally 
charged with murder, Sut the 
charge was later reduced to man- 
slaughter. Premeditation had not 
been proven in Levy's case, the 
court ruled; and, as for Azulai, he 
wes being wrestled to the door by 
one of Garon’s friends wher Levy 
Slashed the immigrant in the throat 
with a broken bottle. Azulal was 
therefore not even an accessory to 
the killing, the court held.

HAIFA. — A local sardine fish- 
erman didn’t know what kind of 
sh got snared in his net in 
Halfa Bay Wednesdey night — 
but the creature with the scale- 
less black skin and ugly snout 
Gertalniy wasn't a sardine. 

By the time Shimon Biton haul- 
ed the 3.5-metre-long, 300-kilo- 
gramme fish onto the deck of his 
Small boat, it had already died 
— but not before tearing a big 
hole in the net which will cost 
Mr. Biton TL800 to repair. (The 
fisherman said his craft, the Ma- 
zal Tov, hadn't lived up to Sts 
name this time.) 

Veteran fishermen at the Ki- 
shon fishing harbour scratched 
thelr heads and agreed it was 
the biggest fish any of them had 
ever caught. Speculation ran 
wild, some claiming it was ἃ 
large shark, others that “it’s a 
small whale.” 

It was a shark, Avi Lurie of

Grocer gets 4 years 


for abetting enemy 
NAZARETH. — A 33-year-old Na- 
zareth grocer was yesterday sen- 
tenced to four years' imprisonment 
for his activities on behalf of an 
enemy country.

some to safeguard the public.” 
They had also found that there was 
@ consistent and direct rejationship 
between the age of the fish and 
its mercury contents, which grew 
with age. 

He said that while all sea water 
contains some mercury, “the source 
of the methyl mercury pollution is 
the industry in the Haifa-Acre bay 
area." His team had taken water 
Samples at a number of points which 
revealed abnormally high mercury 
levels, 

Haifa Bay water contained 10 to 
30 times more mercury than the 
world sea water average of 0.03 
to 0.10 parts per billion, he said. 
He mentioned the Electro-Chemicals 
(Frutarom) plant on the bay shore 
south cf Acre, as “one heavy source 
of mercury pollution from its pro- 
duction process that employs mer- 
cury. 

He assumed that other industries 
along the bay shore also contri- 
buted to the mercury fallution and 
pointed out that water samples 
taken 15 kms. further north, off 
Ahziv, contained only one-eighth 
the amount of mereury found in the 
bay water --‘which was a clear 
indication that the industrial sewage 
was the source of the pollution. He 
believed it imperative for the author- 
ities to put a stop to this “dangerous 


contamination of our coastal water 
and sea fish." 

asked for their comment, experts 
of the Sea Fishertes Research Sta- 
tion told The Post that they did 
not consider the mercury-contamina- 
ted Haifa Bay fish a serious problem 
and that there were no grounds for 
panic. They pointed out that a total 
of only 118 tons of grouper and 
90 tons of barracuda are caught in 
the bay, which is the critica] ares. 

In addition, both the affected fish 
were the most expensive on the 
market, retailing at about ILI15 
per kg. so that their consumption 
is limited. "You would have to eat 
an awful lot of the fish to be in 
danger of mercury poison," they 
noted, pointing out that in Japanese 
villages fish had been the people's 
staple food. 

‘When the U.S. Government re- 
called 12 million cans of tuna sus- 
pected of mercury contamination, 
this was also done because people 
might have eaten a large quantity 
of the relatively cheap fish. 

They also considered that samp- 
lings of 18 fish as insufficient for 
scientific conclusions and said that 
the research should be continued. But 
“there is no doubt that at the same 
time immediate steps should be 
taken to stop the flow of industrial 
Bewage into the sea," it was stress- 
ed,

Mr. Lurie told The Jerusdlem 
Post the shark was ἃ Cetorinus 
Maximus, or basking shark, so 
called because it usually swims 
om the surface of the water.

Only 
one basking shark 1s recorded 
to have been caught in these 
waters, itg natural habitet being 
the oceans. 

Basking sharks can reach a 
length of up to 15 metres, Mr. 
Lurle noted, 30 the shark caught 
‘by Mr. Biton must therefore have 
been very young. They are not 
predatory, feeding mainly on 
plankton ‘tiny forms of drifting 
organic life found in bodies of 
water), which they suck in 
through thelr gills. 

Mr. Lurie says the shark was 
probably dying of hunger when 
it was caught, due to the sear- 
elty of plankton off our coast. 

The Institute decided to accept 
the fish, which it will stuff and 
put on exhibition.

Makarios starts third 
term as President 


NICOSIA (UPI:. Archbishop 
Makarios yesterday began his third 
term as President of Cyprus repub- 
lic, re-asserting his support for 
union with Greec: hut denouncing 
his opponents as “grave-diggers” 
who would turn Cyprus into Turkish 
land 

“Those who ja: bombs and pro 
mote anomaly cleim to be the sup- 
porters of Enesis§ (union with 
Greece). They care’ actually the 
grave-diggers of Enosis who pro- 
mote the partition of the island, 
turaing it into a Turkish land.” the 
59-vear-uld Greek Orthodox prelate 
said, . 


Mere than 150,000 cheering 
Cypriots jammed the square in 
front of the Archdiocese where 


Makarios, smilicg and dressed in 
black robes, spake from a balcony 
moments after ne was declared 
President for anviher five-year term. 

General elections had been set for 
February 18, but Makarios was 
automatically declared the victor 
whea no rival niet the noon candi- 
date registration deadline in time 
to oppose him. Under Cypriot law, 
unopposed candidates are declared 
winners without waiting until 
gleetion day. 

Makarios reiterated his support 
of union with Greece, but said guer- 
rilla tacties used by the followers 
of former Gen. George Grivas, an 
Enosis leader, would end in “the 
destruction of Gruek Cypriots. 

“The people condemn violence, 
the illegal bombers and the masked 
attackers who are preparine the 


disaster of brotherly war,"' Makarios 
said. 

The crowd broke into cheers and 
applause when Makarios, leaning 
over the balcony, shouted: “We are 
all for Enusis but if conditions that 
are not controlled by us made 
Enosis impossible, that does not 
mean we will stop being Greeks.” 

His words came the day after 
Masked gunmen raided 19 police 
stations across the island, blowing 
up three of them and carrying off 
guns, ammunition, radios and hand- 
grenades. 

They were the latest and 
largest — in a series of guerrilla 
ralds attributed by the Government 
to Grivas who led the fight for 
independence in the 1950s. He slip- 
ped back into Cyprus from Greece 
18 months ago and has been in 
hiding since then. 

Makarios, who has governed 
Cyprus since 1930, a year after It 
gBained independence from Britain, 
said he would like to leave the 
presidency but felt now was too 
critical a time for that. 

“How can I leave and avoid my 
responsibllities which the people en- 
trusted to me at this critical 
moment? No, I cannot,” he said 

National guardsmen, put on full 
alert by Makarios the day before, 
ringed the Cypriot capital ta guard 
against possible violence from Enosis 
milltants, but none was reported. 

In 1988 elections, Makarios 
trounced Enosis candidate Dr. Takis 
Evdokas, winning 99 per cent of 
the Island's four-fifth' Greek-Cypriot 
and one-fifth Turkish vote.

John Borgman, 19, who witnessed 
the accident, said the plane (2 twin- 
engine Corsair 1) was “going all 
over the place” in the landing at- 
tempt. I saw the plane circling 
around,. It went lower and lower 
then there was an explosion." 

Residents of the devastated build- 
Ings leaped out of windows, climbed 
down sheets from windows and ran 
from the exits.

DAR-ES-SALLAM (Ofns). 
A guerrilla organization call- 
ing Itself the Front for Na- 
tional Salvation (Fronasa) has 
released {ta manifesto calling for 
an armed struggle to overthrow 
General idl Amin and end his 
two-year “reign of terror” in 
Uganda. The manifesto, original- 
ly posted in Kenya, has been 
sent to many foreign embassics 
and individuals, 

The manifesto states that the 
only method to remove General 
Amin is through 4 mass armed 
struggle, It adds that to this end 
its authors will solicit “the sup- 
port of all peace-loving and 
democratic peoples of the world.” 

Fronasa lists four objectives: 
These are: 

1, To stop the senseless mur- 
der, rape end looting of the peo- 
ple of Ugonde and all other 
forms of brutality. 

2. To ensure an enlightened 
government for the people of 
Ugenda that will guarentee 
peace, security, dignity and all 
other human rights as set down 
in the United Nations Charter of 
Humen Rights. 

3. To salvage what remains 
of the economy of Uganda and 
murse it back to health. 

4, To work relentlessly to im- 
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Call for armed fight 
to overthrow Amin 


prove the image of Uganda in 
the eyes of the world. 

While this is the first time 
that the Front for Nationcl Sel- 
vation has been heard of pubiic- 
ly, the group which forms the 
nucleus of the party has exist 
for almost two years. One of the 
main leaders is 27-year-old Zo- 
werl Museveni, a graduete fromm 
Dar-es-Salaam University, who 
comes from western Ugande. He 
was one of the better-known 
early military students at Der- 
es-Salzam University, being one 
of the founders of the “Revolu- 
onary Front’ and Ite Arst 
chairman. In 1069 he led ἃ 
student team into Mozambique 
with the Frelimo guerrillas. 

He worked briefy in the For- 
elgn Ministry in Uganda before 
transferring to ‘the research de- 
partment of the odice of Presi- 
dent Milton Obote. At the tims 
of Amin's coup d‘etat he vas 
about to leave to contest a Par- 
Hamentary seat against Uges- 
da's Vice-President, Mr. John Ba- 
Diiha. After the coup, he arrived 
in Tanzenla with five friends and 
set out to recruit students to 
fight inside Ugands. Ey Merch 
1971 he had fallen out with the 
main exile group, who adveeated 
conventional warfare to remove 
General Amin, with the primary 
objective of restoring President 
Obote. 


US. scientists working 
on ‘versatile H-bomb’*’ 


WASHINGTON (AP), 
scientists are working on a versatile 
new type of hydrogen bomb—a kind 
of triple-use weepon called the Fufo. 

An experimental medel has al- 
Teedy been successfully tested at 
the Nevada proving grounds. 

Its technical mame is “full-fuzing 
option bomb,” meaning that it 
would be an air-dropped weapon 
having built-in characteristics to be 
detonated either in the air, on the 
earth’s surface, or by delayed action 
after first penetrating the ground. 

How it would be fired would be 
at the option of the bombardier. 

But it would be, in effect, a three- 
in-one weapon — replacing in ἃ 
single device three different weapons 
which must now be carried by the 
global-ranging Strategic Air Com- 
cand for three different purposes. 

The top Atomic Energy Commis- 
ston weapons official sald that, 
while operational weapons of the 
new type have not yet been made, 
they are confident they can produce 
them if the Defence mt 
deems them “in the national 
interest." 

It would be designed to replace 
old hardware of the three-variety 
idnd in America's B-52 and F-111 
bombers of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand.

camel is the chief support of nomadic 
life in the deserts of Asia and Af- 
rica. With the camel, Beduin sux 
vive for months, It furnishes them 
with food, clothing, fuel, transport 
and the power to draw water and 
to plough. And of course, it can 
live for 14 to 19 days without water. 

ΤῸ find out exactly how the camel 
survives without water, Dr. Yagil 
started research on Golde, whom the 
institute bought in 1969, the same 
year that Dr. Yagil himself joined 
the staff of the institute. 

Be discovered that the primary 
reason the camel can live so long 
without water is that its red blood 
cells break up more slowly, which 
Means a prevention of water loss. 
The camel's red blood cells are oval- 
shaped — most animals’ are cir 
cular — and the oval shape allows 
expansion of the cell. 

Under normal] conditions the life 
cycle of the red blood cells is 90 to 
120 days. “We couldn't keep Golda 
without water for such a long time, 
50 we kept her for seven days 
without water. We measured the 
drop in body weight and found that 
the amount she had lost was only 
water, because she had eaten and 
done everything else normally, When 
we gave her water, she drank about 
100 litres within five minutes, and 
her body weight imimediately became

German jourualist Rudolf Kues- 
termeler, who is 70 today, is 6 key 
figure in the history of German-Jew- 
ith relations. Now ἃ permanent 
realdent of Tel Aviv, Mr. Kuester- 
meter spent ll-of his ΤῸ years in 
Nazi prisons and concentration 
camps for his anti-Hitler activities. 
And before diplomatic relations 
were established between the Ger- 
man Yederal Republic and this 
country, he served as Bonn's un- 
official “honorary ambassador” here. 
Rudolf Kuestermeler was born 
im the industrial city of Bielefeld. 
His father, a severe critic of social 
injustice, waa an ardent trade-uni- 
onist, though closer to the Chrisi- 
lam-religious wing than to the 

Socialists, 
Rudolf enrolled in a Westphalien 
teachers’ seminary, only to discover 
that what attracted him was not 
schoolmastering but scholarship, es- 
pecially the study of history. 
However, the German post-World 
War I unrest, particularly the 
violent attacks on the democratic 
institutions of the young Republic 
by thousands of embryonic-Nezis, 
did not give him much opportunity 
for study. While attending lectures 
at the universities of Muenster, 
Freiburg and Berlin, he began to 
uae journalism-to fight for stronger 
self-defence by the young demo- 
cratic Welmar Republic, more object- 
ive and progressive justice, an cut- 
spoken struggle against the anti- 
Semitic parties and comprehensive 
education of the new generation 
"{ towards peace and European coope- 
ration.

DANGEROUS’ 
ENEMY OF 
THE NAZIS 


To the despair of his counsel he 
was not at all repentant. When the 
Court President asked him: “Do 
you really pretend that all the Hes 
you tell about our Fuehrer and our 
great movement are news you have 
recetvad from inside the Ministries 
of the Third Reich?", he replied: 
“Not only is the information gen- 
uine, 1 am ready to prove it,” 


The Third Reich’s Zucnthecuser 
where Kuestermeier spent the next 
nine years, were those of Luckat, 
Sonnenburg and Brandenburg. The 
tenth year wasreckonedas “abges- 
essen” (spent in jail) owing to his 
imprisonment prior to the trial, but 
on January 30, 1944, when the 10 
years were over, the prison inspec- 
tor in charge wrote in Kuester- 
meter's personal file: "Now at leaat 
as dangerous as at the time of his 
arest."This meant hewas admin- 
istratively sentenced to spend the 
rest of his days in concentration 
camps. Fortunately, he had more 
days tp Hve than the Third Reich. 


Prison rebel 


While in the Zuchthaus, he had 
often ehown his jailers how “danzge- 
rous” he still was. Once was in 
Brandenburg when he organized all 
the political prisoners and prepared 
detafled plans of a prison revolt. 
‘When the scheme was discovered, 
he was punished with solitary 
contfinement—which did not pre- 
vent himfrom smuggling a political 
news bulletin out of his cell, 


It all started with Kuestermeler's 
warder, who confessed to him that 
he was unhappy because he had 
failed a maths examination which 
would have opened his way to the 
middie ranks of the civil service. 
Kuestermeler offered him private 
lesson late at night. In return, the 
warder allowed Kuestermeler to 
occupy himself by cutting up old 
newspapers into little squares, of 
which four were given every prison- 
er with his breakfast as his daily 

ration of tollet paper. In fact, the 
"old" newspapers Kuestermeier used 
for his “tollet paper factory” had 
emerged only a week earlier from 
the presses of the free world: they 
were mewspapers from all over 
Europe, scrutinized for censorship 
and political purposes by Dr. Goeb- 
bels' Propaganda Ministry in Berlin 
and then sent to the Brandenburg 
Zuchthaus, where, in the opinion 
of Nazi officials, they could no 
longer do any harm. 

There was, however, enough news 
of interest left for MKuestermeier, 
who—with the help of a piece of 
pencil lead hidden in a tooth cavity 
—was able to write between the 


itema on his “toilet squares” import- 
ant political information for dis- 
tribution in the freer section of the 
prison world. 


Kuestermeier spent the last year 
of the war in the concentration 
camps of Gross-Beeren, Sachsen- 
hausen and Bergen-Belsen. It took 
him a year to recover. 

Then he resumed his journalism 
—this time as editor of the big 
Hamburg datly “Die Welt." It was 
for this paper that Kuestermeier 
came to Israel in 1950 as the first 
German journalist to arrive since 
the Hitler regime. He remained 
in the young Jewish State for three 
months, describing its achievements 
and problems in a series of articles. 

A year later, together with the 
Hamburg journalist Erich Lueth — 
also a friend of Israel—he found- 
ed the Peace with Israel movement, 
which had ἃ profound effect on 
public opinion throughout the Fede- 
ral German Republic and was in- 
strumental in creating the atmos- 
phere for the Luxemburg Repara- 
tons treaty and further fruitful 
German-Israel cooperation, He was 
also ἃ founder of the Association 
for Christian-Jewish Cooperation. 


Mediator with Bonn 


From January 1957 until the 
middle of 1968, Kuestermeler was 
in Jerusalem as chief correspondent 
of the Deutsche Press-Agentur and 
several German radio networks. 
Throughout those years he combined 
journalistic objectivity with a basic 
sympathy for Israel's cause. In the 
first years of his work as a journa- 
Ust in Israel, he also acted as the 
unofficial "honorary ambassador" of 
the German Federal Republic until 
official relations between the two 
states were established in 1965. In 
her book “Israel and the Germans,” 
Inge Deutschkron wrote: “All those 
Israelis who wanted to get in touch 
with German authorities for one 
reason or another and asked for his 
mediation, found their way to his 
door. He helped them without much 
fuss — though it had nothing to do 
with his journalism. It is impossible 
to overestimate the trust he gained 
for his country.” 

He has settled permanently in Tel 
Aviv, where he continues his journa- 
ism — largely for radio stations — 
for peace, better German-Israel un- 
derstanding and mutual confidence.

Today the 
cost of a2 ticket to Berlin — by land 
or air — remains relatively cheaper 
than in the rest of West Germany. 
For the same reason, culture and 
the arts were intensely developed to 
keep the population from dispersing 
and make it a popular festival and 
convention centre. There are now 
18 theatres, an opera and a phil- 
harmonic orchestra. Among the 
numerous galleries and museums of 
particular interest to visitors from 
the Middle East is the Hgyptian Mu- 
seum. 

One of West Berlin’s major con- 
stant attractions is its umique po- 
litical position. Many of the mil- 
lion visitors who came last year 
took advantage of the relaxed reg- 
ulations to visit East Berlin. Today 
this is possible on presentation of a 
passport at the border — the sole 
additional requirement being that the 
visitor recrosses to West Berlin be- 
fore midnight the same day.

London Labour 
threat to 
landlords 


LONDON (AP). — All rented ac- 
commodation in the hands of private 
landlords in London may be taken 
over by the local authorities if the 
Labour Party gains control in Lon- 
don's next municipal elections. 

This was one of the promises 
made by the party this week in 
its manifesto for the Greater Lon- 
don Council elections in April The 
takeover would only apply in the 
region governed by the council. 

The same policy has not been 
adopted by the Labour Party at 
national level. 

Sir Reginald Goodwin, leader of 
the Council's opposition Labour 
group, said the takeover would be 
aimed at “removing the scourge of 
the private landlord from our city.” 

There are an estimated half mil- 
Mon homes of all types privately 
rented in London, which has a chro- 
nic housing shortage and a growing 
number of homeless people.
